‘Chis 
year, howaver, prompted by the bolivf of 
safety the British Government cnsuces for 
ity nubjects, the fisherman, Fong Yee Fat, 
advised bin fellow-fishormen to resist tho 
extortion on the part of this marauding 
gang. On the morning of duly 0 about 
1u o'clock, the three ringleaders of 
the gaug went to Fong Yeo Fat and 
demanded $100. He refused to pay, Thoy 
thontencd him, bat* hu continued to hold 
out, and finally the three men left. They re- 
turned again in about an hour, accompanied 
by a mobof eighty mon, among whom wero 
the four prisunors. The throo ringleaders 
wore not included among tho prisoners. 
The guhy went to the leland in boats, and 
wero armed with rovolversandawordy. The 
tide heing low, they were unablo to approach 
close to Fong Yeo Fa.'s boat, consequently, 
they loft thoir jumks and waded ashore. 
Reaching his bout they called out to him, 
avain theatening bim unless he handed over 
the money domanded, During the ab- 
sence of the three ringleaders, however, 
Fong Yee Fat had taken the precaution 
of arming his crow, therefore, he replicd 
that if the wang attacked him he wad his 
erew would firo on them, He made such a 
brave showing thar the yang finally left 
him, While they still wero threatoning 
bim, Long Yeo Mat, sent a report to the 
Policy Station, and Sergeant Floyd, after 
collecting a) the Indian constablos he e mid, 
repaired to .the scone ia the police boat, 
He saw two men trying to cacape in a boat, 
and captured them. The remainder of the 
gang could be seen flecing over tho hills 
and sn Indian constable managed to cap, 
turo one of thom, by threatening to shoot 
him if he did not stund, Another man 
wax found hiding behind a rock, und he 
was also arrested.
